Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1971* 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  Area  was  14,500 
compared  with  14,290  last  year. 

There  were  248  live  births  compared  with  224  last  year.  Deaths 
totalled  135  giving  a natural  increase  of  113.  There  was , therefore, 
a movement  into  the  area  of  97  people. 

The  statistics  remain  satisfactory  with  no  maternal  mortality. 
Ischaemic  heart  disease,  Cerebrovascular  disease  and  Cancer  are  still 
the  main  causes  of  death  which  accords  with  the  national  aspect  of 
mortality. 

There  were  only  3 cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  91  last  year. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Council  for  their 
kind  consideration  during  the  year  and  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  work  of  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  Watkins.

Once  again,  it  has  been  an  active  year,  with  total 
number  of  visits  up  by  393 • There  was  also  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Discretionary  G-rants  given,  some  41  as  against  27 
for  the  previous  year. 

As  regards  new  building  there  was  a substantial  increase 
in  the  number  of  dwellings  built,  some  142  completed  compared 
with  94  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Council's  own  building  programme  showed  a slight 
improvement,  10  dwellings  were  completed  and  a further  34  were 
under  construction.
